Savage Attack on John Mitchell. 

President Dolan, in addition to explaining 
his own position, savagely attacked National 
President John Mitchell, who, he deglares, 
never yet has won a strike for the coal minefs. 
The first great anthracite strike, Dolan con- 
tends, was settled by Mark hanna, the second 
by President Roosevelt. As for the big soft 
coal strikes, he asserts, all erided in the defeat 
of the union, 

In his argument against a national strike 
he points out that the wages of the miners 
have been increased more than 100 per cent 
and their hours of labor reduced from ten 
to eight hours a day since 1897, and that a 
strike at this time, instead of winning 
greater concessions, jeopardizes those al- 
ready gained. 

Trouble Started in Illinois. 

In his statement President Dolan says: 

“In the joint scale committee, before the 
matter was submitted to the joint conven- 
tion, the Lilinols miners and operators got 
into a deadlock over the shot firers’ bill. The 
operators of Illinois stated positively that 


i. they would never sign any agreement which 


aid not compel the miners to pay the wages 
of the shot firers. Presidént Perry of the 
Iilincis miners immediately replied that 
there would not be any agreement if that 
were the case, a@ the Illincis miners would 
never agree to allow such a provision to go 
inte the scale. 

“ This one local issue in the state of Illinois 
therefore prevented further progress on the 
scale in the scale committee, and we were 
forced to report to the convention without an 
agreement.

Two KILLED IN A COLLISION 


| Pennsylvania Train Hits Street

“UNIONISM A SCHOOL FOR 
THIEVERY,” ARCHBISHOP SAYS. 


Prelate Keane Lashes Organized Trades 
Bodies as Being Men Banded To- 
gether to Cheat Employers 


Dubuque, Ia., Feb. 11.—{Special.}—From 
the pulpit of St. Raphael’s cathedral today 
Archbishop Keane, metropolitan of the Du- 
buque archdiocese, hit the principle of labor 
unioniam by declaring it is a school for thiev- 
ery. The prelate had spoken on the subject 
heretofore, but this morning's sermon was 
the strongest. He said: 

“ There are unions organised to bring the 
competent man down to the level of a work- 
man who is not so well skilled. The work- 
men who should receive more do not, be- 
cause they are bound in unionism to hold up 
incompetent men. They force employers to 
pay poor laborers more than they earn. Their 
aim is to get shorter hours andido as little 
work for the employer as possible. .They 
don’t earn salaries. This practice in union- 
ism is a school for thievery. 

His arraignment of the details of unionism 
was severe: “ Since I have made my position 
in the matter of unionism plain,’ he said, 
“the presse of the country has spread it 
broadcast. I can’t see the necessity of it. It 


is simply a Christian belief and any one hav- 


ing a Christian belief should think the same. 
The principles of unjonism are against Chris- 
tian doctrines.” 

The archbishop then took organized capita! 
to task and said the efforts of big financiers 
to deprive men of natural rights is wrong. 
‘Such organized capital is a school for thiev- 

In conclusion, he said: *‘ The employer who 
does not pay an employé for the amount of 
hire is a thief. The employé who does not 
give to his employer the labor he is paid for is 
also a thief.’’

The White Palace, a saloon and wineroom 
at 455 North Clark street, was crowded with 
men and women, many of the latter having 
been driven to this place from the more noto- 
rious places which were closed’by the state’s 
attorney’s investigation. Some of the women 
that entered by way of the “ ladies’ en- 
trance "’ on the side were without escorts, but 
this obstacle soon was overcome because of 
the large number of “ unescorted ” men who 
were in the place. Women seated themselves 
at tables with men and solicited the men to 
purchase drinks for them in the same manner 
that is permitted in the Twenty-second street 
levee district. . 


Vice Displayed on Stage. 

The all night saloons and even lower dives 
have a strong rival in the Criterion theater 
and its important adjunct, the Criterion “‘ An- 
nex,” 272 Sedgwick street. Girls still in their 
teens go to these places because of the air 
of semi-respectability which pervades the 
theater and adjoining resort. They there be- 
come familiar with acenes which would not 
a! tolerated in some parts of the levee dis- 
trict. 

The play, “Why Girls + sande Home," en- 
gaged the attention of the patrons of the 
theater last week, and a glance at the two 
places might have led a casua! observer to 
wonder. in which he would find the answer 
to the question—the resort frequented by 

rls of all ages or the no less dangerous play- 

ouse. An inspection of the two places, which 
are working together so.harmoniously, would 
lead one to béHeve that it might be answered 
satisfactorily in either place. 

The play tells in the crudest, most open 
manner, the story of a girl who is enticed 
into a house of ill-fame, and there compelled 
to defend herself against the frequenters of 
the place. One of the acts of the play shows 
e room in the resort in which the girl is sup- 
posed to be a prisoner. 


Girls and Boys Fill Theater. 

The patrons of the house Saturday even- 
ing consisted mainly of young girls and boys. 
The love scenes upon.the stage were only 
rivaled in warmth by those on the other side 
of the footlights. When the villZin made 
terrible threats girls cuddled close to the 
men or boys, whose arms already were 
about their waiste or necks. 

Then, between: the acts, there was plenty 
ef time to dry one’s eyes and wet one’s throat 
in a visit to the “‘ Annex,” which is kept by 
William 8. O'Brien. A door leads directly 
from the lobby of the theater to the wineroom 
of the’ saloon,’ and girls of gil ages were 
taken inte the place, where they were served 
with intoxicating drinks. 

No questions are asked by the waiters as 
to the ages’ of the revelers, and, to judge 
from the faces of the drinkers, niany young 
girls who néyer before. had tasted beer or 
stro drinks consumed them there. The 
“ parlor.’ Isso situated that it does not ap- 
pear, to the person entering it from the thea- 
ter, as a part of a saloon. 

For this reason girls and young women 
who otherwise would not be enticed into a 
saloon enter the place and are. prevailed 
upon to “ just take a little taste to be game,”’, 
The “little drop’ is served and the various 
* mixed’. drinks follow. But still their 
parents permit them to visit what purports 
to be a harniless amusement house. 


Safety Ordinance Disregarded. . 
Certain other ordinances and theater regu- 
lations are openly ignored. by the managers 
of veo somgae The steel curtain required by. 
ordinance descend. between acts is 
dropped but it of the way and then quick- 
ly drawn up. It descended the same distance 
between each act, but whether because of 
some mechanical defect or because of the 
carelessness and disregard of the ordinance 
on the part of the operator could not be seen. 

The red lights, which ordinances require 
to be from & different source from the light 
which illuminates’ the theater and to be dis- 
played at the exits, merely are colored globes, 
apparently. on the same illuminating circuit. 
Lanterns of the sort prescribed by the ordi- 
nance hung unlighted from above the doors. 

Almogt the entire performance was viewed 
by two uniformed policemen. They fafled to 
notice any of the evidences of: flagrant dis- 
regard for law exhibited about the place. 


Another Vicious Play. 


In giving to its patrons during the iast 
week a production containing a scene of im- 
moral settirig, the Bijou theater placed itself 
in the clags to which belong dance halis 
and pernicious resorts. 

The play in question is called “ Tracked 
Around the World.” It has been the bill at 
the Bijou for a week and now it is transferred 
to the Criterion. The story of the play has 
for its prominent melodramatic theme the 
selling of American girls into a life of shame 
in foreign lands. Next to the last act the 
curtain is raised-to show these girls in a 
house in Paris. The stage setting is sumptu- 
ous and the young girls and boys in the 
audience gaze at the scene with evident 
eagerness. In the center of the stage is a 
stairway leading to a mysterious somewhere 
above. The woman proprietor first bustles 
about the place, giving a man orders to have 
the girls dressed for the evening callers. 

The whole atmosphere of the place is of a 
subtle, degrading character. The girls ap- 
pear attired in gauzy dresses. A French 
soldier, an American, a German, and two or 
three other callers join the girls in a short 
dance. Some more girls come downstairs 
and join the party. Then the villain, an 
American, appears and catches sight of the 
girl whom he has started on the road to ruin. 

“©, don’t touch me,” cries the young 
woman. “‘I want to leave this life of shame.”’ 
Some of the songs sung at the performance 
were just as “raw” as the Paris scene.

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CARRIES BOMB AND KNIFE 


ITALIAN ARRESTED BY POLICE 
AFTER A HARD FIGHT. — 


Long Stiletto, Bottle of Nitroglycerin, 
and Six Vials of Unknown Liquids 
in Pockets—His Three Companions 
Get Away—Captors Suspect Prison- 
er of Being Representative of Some 
Secret. Society—He Hints at Being 
Here on a “ Mission.’’ 


An Italian, said by the police of the stock- 
yards station to. be an nt of an Italian 
secret society, was arrested after a hard fight 
with detectives in the yards of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago rallroad lastnight. 
A bottle of nitroglycerin, a bomb six inches 
long, a double edged stiletto a foot long, and 
six vials containing colored liquids of.un- 
known composition were taken from the man 
before he was locked up. Three companions 
of the Italian escaped capture. 

Patrick Hanrahan, a railroad detective, 
discovered four men lurking under a box 
ear at Fiftieth street at 6 o'clock. Hanrahan 
got the aid of Detectives Sand m and 
Phalen of the stockyards police station an@ 
tried to arrest the men. 

Two of the men leaped through the open 
doors of a box car and.escaped. The re- 
maining two, one of whom had a revolver, 
staid behind to make a fight. .The man with 
the revolver shot at Hanrahan. Phalen per- 
haps saved the life of Hanrahan by knocking 
the musgzle of the revolver upwards with his 
hand. 

Hanrahan grasped his assailant, while 
Sandstrom seized the man with the stiletto. 
Hanrahan’s prisoner escaped by slipping out 
of his coat, leaving it in the detective’s pos- 
session. 


Warns Police About Explosives.

With the howling mob at his heels the 
priest rushed into Union street and around 
the corner in Highteenth street to the parish 
house. Followed by the janitor, who had 
been hired to take the place of one who had 
been discharged because he had taken part 
in the “ graft ’’ charges, Father Stefanowicz 
rushed into the house and locked the doors. 
He then telephoned to the police for assist- 
ance. 

Riot Call Brings Police. 


Before the police arrived, however, the 
house was surrounded by a mob of 5,000 per- 
sons, at least half of whom were women. 
A rope had been found some place and prepa- 
rations were being made to hang the priest. 
Nearly all of the men had armed themselves 
with heavy granite blocks that were used in 
paving the street, and these were being 
hurled through the windows and at the doors 
of the house, 

The first call for police was followed by e 
riot. call, and Lieut. Moore arrived at the 
place with a patrol wagon, in which there 
were eleven detectives. The infuriated mob 
was not frightened by the approach of the 
police, but instead assailed them with rocks. 
Lieut. Moore was one of the first struck, but 
he continued to lead the men. 

“ Fire in the air. Don’t shoot any of them 
if you can help it,’”’ was his order to the men. 

Just then Detective Kilgallon, who had 
reached the top of the steps leading to the 
parish house, was knocked to the ground by 
a blow.from a club. : 

This was too much, and one of the detect- 
ives fired into the mob. Fannilis fell to the 
ground, probably fatally injured. Then the 
mob fell upon the detectives, and they were 
made the target for a Halli of stones,. beer 
botties, and, whenever close enouzh, for the 
hatpins of the women who formed a big part 
of the mob. 

Riot calls then were sent in to all of the 
west side atations and to the city hall. Pa- 
trol wagons loaded with police soon arrived 
from the Maxwell street station, Central de- 
tail, Warren avenue, Desplaines street, and 
Harrison street stations. . 


Fifteen Arrests Are Made. 

The mob was surrounded by the policemen 
and driven from the streets. Fifteen of the 
ringleaders, among whom was one woman, 
were arrested and locked up at the Maxwell 
street station. They were not locked up at 
the Canalport station, in which district the 
trouble occurred, because it was feared ef- 
forts might be made by their enraged friends 
to rescue them.

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Andrew J. Brown, one of the founders of 
Northwestern university and the last mem- 
ber of the original board of trustees of the 
institution, died last evening at his residence, 
1505 Oak avenue, Evanston. Death was due 
to old age. The funeral service will be held 
tomorrow at 2 p. m., at the family residence. 
The Rev. F. Rockwell will officiate. Mr. 
Brown was the oldest member of the Chicago 
bar, having been licensed to practice by 
Judge (afterward governor) Ford in 1841. 

He was bern in Otsego county, New York, 
in 1820. At the age of 17, after receiving a 
common school education, he came to Chi- 
cago and took up the study of law. He main- 
tained his legal practice until 1898, In com- 
pany With his father he built the first office 
building in Chicago, which was located at 


' Lake and Seuth Water streets. 


He was a member of the Methodist church 
for more than sixty years. Since 1867 Mr. 
Brown and his wife lived in Evanston. 

On May 81, 1850, Mr. Brown, the Rev. R. 
H. Blanchard, J. K. Botsford, Henry W. 
Clark, John Hivans, Grant Goodrich, the Rev. 
Zadoo Hal, the Rev. Richard Haney, and 
Orrington Lunt met in Chicago and appoint- 
ed a committee to draft a charter for a uni- 
versity, to be established under the patron- 
age of the Methodist church. The location 
at Evanston was selected by Mr. Brown and 
Orrington Lunt and on Aug. 11, 1858, 380.

CASTRO [5 BETWEEN FIRES 


ENEMIES AT HOME AWAIT 
FRANCE’S COMING TO STRIKE. 


Actual Hoastilities, Refugees Say, Will 
Plange Venesuela Into a Revolution 
in Which Many Factions Will 
Merge Their Followings Inte War- 
fare on President, end Some Have 
Made Overtures to Aid the Foreign 
Foe. 


WILLEMSTAD, Curacao, Feb. 11.—Ad- 
vices from Venesuela are that the moment 
President Castro and France become in- 
volved in actual hostilities the former will 
be deserted by a large part of his following, 
open enemies at home will combine against 
him, and some of those now in power will go 
so far even as to aid France openly.

when the French fleet arrives, and Venezuela

Foes at Home a Danger.

the bible. Yet the vast majority of faithful 
Christians do believe them; and, further than 
that, Jesus Christ specifically indorsed these 
miraculous stories by quoting them as lit- 
erally as arly one ever does today; and I 
take it that he had at least as much common 
sense as the learned Prof. Foster. . 

“My own life has been made over by my 
faith in the bible. I began my ministerial 
career as a devotee of the new views, and fof 
one year I tried to apply them ihn my church 
work. The result was an absolutely barren 
ministry; there was not a single convert from 
my preaching. Never until I came back to 
the plain and simple bible doctrines was 
there any power or succesein my ministry. 

“ Prof. Foster has the full right to con- 
tinue to write his destructive pooks and 
articles, but he ought to do this work as an 
outsider and an independent, and not from 
within a Christian and Baptist institution.” 


Rebuked by Pastor Myers. 
The Rev. Johnston Myers of Imnianuel 
Baptist church said in reference to Prof. 


Foster’s book: 
“The week has been one of scandal) shame, 


rand trouble of almost every variety. To add 


to the confusion a professor has arisen de- 
clafing that the bible is untrue in large part, 
and that Christianity is not a final revela- 
tion. So far as the bible and Christ are con- 
cerned they are intended to be final. Jesus 
declared he is the Alpha and the Omega.

Dean Mathews Defends Bible. 

Dean Shailer Mathews of the University 
of Chicago divinity school, in an address 
at the Sunday services in Mandel hall, ob- 
jected indirectly.to Prof. Foster's views. 

“ We want our faith today a continuity, 
not a revolution,” he said. ‘“ We want the 
faith of our fathers. Christianity is not a 
matter of formulation, with every age having 
a distinct theory af its own. Christianity is 
steadfast and it is flanked by an eternal 
truth, which is Jesus. Some say that the 
biblical Jesus is Utopian, visionary, and 
impracticable.

We have 
spent too much time polishing theological 
handles and knobs.”’

At his own request he 
was transferred @ year ago from the divinity 
faculty tod the chair of the philosophy of 
theology, and accordingly he holds a position 
now on the regular graduate faculty. His 
classes do not appear in the list of the courses 
offered by the divinity department, although 
his students are almost all registered in the 
divinity school. 


THREE AGNOSTICS DIE QUICKLY.

E. D. LEFFINGWELL OUTLINES OB- 
JECTS OF TRIP. 


Man, Who, with Mikkelsen, Will Seek 
Lands in Nerthern Seas, Says Scien-~ 
tiie Study Is Principal Object of 
Expedition — Geography, Geology, 
and Climate to Be Noted—Expects 
to Find Bleak, Reecky Territory Not 
Without Vegetation and Game. 


Leffingwell and Mikkeisen’s expedition to 
the arctic seas in search of undiscovere. 
lands and for tne purposes of study of geog- 
raphy, geology, and other flelds of scientific 
interest is expected by professors at the 
University of Chicago to result in more real 
benefit to science than a dash in search of 
the north pole. Both men have figured gn 
trips to find the pole and belleve that under- 
taking is unattainable. 

Among the various things which Leffing- 
well and Mikkelsen wilkattempt to study are 
the history of the Eskimos, the geography 
of the frozen north, the hydrography, me- 
teorology, and the temperature and climatic 
conditions of the new lands. 


Trip Primarily for Science. 


“ Our trip is in the interests of science first, 


of all, and we do not intend to go north merely 
for the purpose of planting the American flag 
on an unknown land,” said Earnest D. Lef- 
fingwell yesterday in discussing the con- 
templated journey. ‘“‘ There is an abundance 
of land there which any one could have and 
which to my knowledge is not of much 
money value. 

‘My special work will be the study of the 
geology of the country, which exists there, I 
am practically certain. Whalers and Eskimos 
driven out of their course by storms have 
reported that a body.of land was there. The 
character of the land is not like that of Green- 
land. It is not covered with glaciers. The 
amount of precipitation is not sufficient, I 
believe to cause snow fields. : 


Desolate, Barren Country. 


“It must be for the most part @ desolate 
country of wastes of bare rock, with little 
vegetation growing. Perhaps we may find 
a little moss. There surely ts, however, 
plenty of game. Muskoxen and reindeer ex- 
ist there, I am sure. 

**Our chancés of getting to the country 
are good. Every summer there is open wa- 
ter in the proximity. Whalers have cruised 
near in the summer. Considerable copper 
has been reported there and we will make a 
study of the ore. 

**I do not know whiitether the land is made 
up of islands or is another continent. There 
is plenty of room for a seventh continent, 
but I doubt if such exists. It is my impres- 
sion, although I have practically nothing to 
base my belief on, that there are a number 
of islands rather than a continent.”

After Haskins had been defeated for re- 
election and was relieved of all responsibility 
he advocated a demand of 10 per cent Increase 
in wages in his annual address, but the con- 
vention of Ohio miners refused to indofse his 
position, Is this fact not significant?- 

“Let us be honest about these things. Our 
wages have been increased more than 100 per 
cent ahd our hours of labor have been de- 
creased from ten to eight hours since 1897. 
Is it right under this Ryan resolution to 
jeopardize all these things? And let me tel 
you "the miners of this coumtry have never 
won @ prominent soft coal strike under the 
direction of President Mitchell. Mark Hanna 
settled the first anthracite strike for us and 
President Roosevelt settled the second. No- 
body has settled our big soft coal strikes be- 
cause we have lost them.

There are numerous business houses 
which keep their instruments tn constant 
use. They may turn in forty, fifty, or more 
calls daily, The telephone company thinks 
those instruments do mot earn money 
enough for it. They bring in only 581-8 
cents a day apiece, while if the measured 
service could be applied to them the earn- 
ings would be much greater. That ia why 
mc Aerie is trying to get rid of the flat 
ra 

Thé company says that if its franchise 
shall be extended it will make a generous 
reduction in the rates for business estab- 
lishments. Instead of demanding $175 a 
year for a telephone it will ask $60 a year 
with fifty local calls a month free. Thenert 
fifty will be charged for at the rate of 5 
cents a call, the third fifty will be 4 cents 
each, and allover 1503 cents each. At the 
first glance a business man may be led to 
think that here is a real lowering of rates. 
The apparent drop from $175 a year to $60 
may impress him. It was the intention of 
the company that he should be impressed— 
and deceived. 

If a man doing a fair business and, hence, 
using his telephone frequently were to walk 
into this trap he would find out where he 
was at the end of the first month. -On the 
basis of five calls per business day the annual 
charge would be $102 instead of $60. On 
the basis of ten calls it would be $150, and 
thirteen calls would bring it up to $177. | 
The annual charge for an average of twenty | 
calls would be $240, and for an average of | 
forty calls $420. 

The heads of few business establishments | 
ever have reckoned up their calls. Ags the 
service is unlimited they have had no occa- 
sion to knowthe number. If they will ascer- 
tain how extensively they use their tele- 


phones they will learn that the new schedule | 


is for them a Trojan horse which they should 
keep, clear of. If they had to give up the 
unlimited service they have now—for which. 
they pay twice what they should—and ac- 
cept the schedule of measured rates the 
company would like to thrust on them the 
cost of their telephone service would be 
greatly. increased... 

It sheuld be optional with the subscriber 
to take the fat or the measured rate. That 
is the law in Washington, The measured 
rate should net be forced on any one. There 
would be no attempt to do it in Chicago if | 
that rate had not been discovered to be more 
profitable for the company. 

The Chicago Telephone company offers in 
return for an extension of its franchise to 
abolish to a certain extent the toll stations 
within the city, raise some rates under the 
pretext of lowering them, and to leave other 
rates at their abnormally high figure. It is 
an impudent propesition, made “ with intent 
to deceive.” It emanates from the Boston 
people, who control the local companies in 
this and other large cities. They own the 
majority of the stock in the Chicago com- 
pany, but have no knowledge of local condi- 
tions and no interest in the city except to

It has never been 
lenient towards its customers and cannot 
expect them to be unduly Jenient towards it, 
If an extension of privileges be granted the 
telephone company it should be in accord- 
ance with the principles of exact and rigor- 
ous justice. As a preliminary it will be nec- 
essary to ascertain the cost of the plant and ' 
the actual cost of operation. That will re- 
quire a careful investigation and the exam- 
ination of’ jexpert witnesses on both sides, 
It will take time, but there is an abundance 
of t. Th re are three years left ip which 
to draw up 4 contract binding the company 
to an adequate recognition of its just obli- 
gations to the municipality and containing 
provisions for their summary enforcement 
if there shall be an attempt to evade them. 
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Chicago would like to have a police admin- 
istration which would do its duty without 
being driven to it by the state’s attorney's 
office, the press, and voluntary committees, 
Yet it is grateful for duty done, however the 
performance may have been prompted. On 
recommendation of the chief of police, the 
mayor, on Friday, revoked the licenses of 
seventeen saloons for violating the 1 o'clock 
clesing ordinance, or harboring women, or 
both—and the public gives credit according- 
ly. The lawlese saloon can always exercise 
political pressure, and this fact should ane 
to that credit. - 

Three questions naturally arise now. The 
first is as to why the number of revocations 
was not larger. The state's attorney's de- 
tectives, after investigations by no means 
exhaustive, reported about fifty places 
which were vielating the ordinances. The 
chief's answer is that in case of other sa- 
‘loons the evidence ghowed minor rather than 
flagrant violations, or elee that the places 
appeared not to have saloon licenses. Chief 
Collins will obviously get into entanglements 
if he reads “1:10 a. m.” or “1:25 a. m.” for 
the “la. m.” prescribed in, the closing 
ordinance. 

The second question isthis: If Chief Col- 
lins, aided by the work of four detectives 
from the state’s attorney's office, could rec- 
ommend the revocation of seventeen licenses 
last week, why could he not, with the aid of 
his own force, have done the same thing long 
before? Was it lack of orders from the 
chief, or lack of eyes in his men? 

The third question concerns the future. 
What will really happen to these seventeen 
saloons? Will they actually be closed up, 
or will they actually open right away under 

new licenses issued to dummies “ of good 
character”? The latter alternative is the 
more probable. This is especially so since 
the lower courts have recently decided that 
the mayor cannot discriminate as to the 
location of a proposed saloon for which a 
license is asked. If the applicant appears 
to be of good character and tenders the li- 
cense fee, the mayor must, under the dram- 
shop ordinance, issue the license. 

Even so, however, revocation'can be made 
an effective remedy. It forfeits the balance 
of the license payment presumably made, 
it causes at least temporary interruption of 
business, and it occasions various other em- 
barrasements to the party in interest. The 
power of revocation, exercised as frequent- 
ly as the occasion may demand, would un- 
questionably bring every defiant saloon to 
time. Indeed, the mere knowledge that this 
power would be g9.exercised, and that viola- 
tions of the city ordinances would be 
promptly reported by the police, would of 
itself bring most of them to time. The 
dramshop ordinance could be amended by 
the counci].so as.to forbid for a period the 
issuing of a saloon. license for a location 
wheré a saloon had already lost its license 
by revocation. In default of such amend- 
ment, however, repeated revocations can be 
made to serve the purpose desired. 

There should be no easy letup in respect 
to the seventeen saloons in question, and 
their number should be added to. The 
mayor's declaration that the ordinances 
must be observed is welcome. Let it be 
made good.

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Dynastic tradition and koranie law provide 
that the throne at the death of the sultan 
shall pass to the eldest of the princes of the 
blood, irrespective of the fact of their being 
sons, brothers, or even cousins. The present 
sultan was preceded by his elder brother, 
Murad, while the “etheng followed his uncle, 
the ill-fated Sultan Abdul Asaiz. Rechad, 
the next brother ef the re sultan, fs, 
according to koranic law, the heir apparent 
and first in line of succession to the throne, 
and immediately after him there comee 
Prince eldest son of Sultan Abdul 
Aasiz and first cousin, therefore, of the pa- 
dishah. After that follow thé present sultan’s 
two youngest brothers, mie nt a pm and he 
hideddine, and then the sultan’s 
so that Prince Burhan-Eddine badias te is an 
fourteenth in the line of succession, accord- 
ing to dynastic law and tradition.

Of Prince Rechad, the heir apparent, prac- 
tically nothing whatsoever is known. For 
the last thirty years, indeed, ever since the 
present sultan came to the throne, he has 
been to all intents and purposes a prisoner of 
state, eondemned to an existence of com- 
plete isolation in the palace of Dolma- 
Bagtche, surrounded by spies and by guards. 
The consequence is that no one has dared 


to held any intercourse with him, fearing |. 


to incur the ill will of the commander of the 
faithful, who, to render the isolation of the 
prince. more complete and te facilitate his 
designs of excluding him from the succes- 
sit, has propagated far and wide a 
report .to the effect that Rechad is imbued 
with the “ evil eye.” Accorditig te seme, the 
prince is a most enlightened and@ able man; 
according to others, a gloomy old fanatio. 
Not even those diplomats who have lived 
longest at Constantinople can speak with any 
authority on the subject. But it cannot be 
denied that in view of the uncertainty which 
prevails with regard to his character ii would 
be wiser from a foreign point of view te en- 
courage and foster the succession of young 
Prince Burhan-Eddine, who is known to be 
up to date, modern, and devoid of fanaticism, 
rather than that of Prince Rechad, who, for 
all we know, might turn out to bean oriental 
of such reactionary ideas that, compared 
to him, the present sultan would appear a 
benevolent, democratic, and broad minded 
ruler. 

I may adé that at the present moment one of 
the sultan’s most trusted and confidential 
agents—namely: Hakki Pasha-—is visiting 
Vienna, Rome, Berlin, and London, as well 
as Paris, for the purpose of quietly securing 
from the various foreign courts and govern- 
ments an assurance that they will recognize 
the young prince as*the lawful successor to 
the throne. From all. I hear the pasia’s 
mission is likely to be crowned with success.

Among. the redeéming points of Abdul 
Hamid—for even the monarch denounced by 
Gladetone eas “ the great assassin *’ has some 
redeeming pointse—is his fondness for chil- 
dren. I have related in these letters how he 
has conferred the order of the Chefkat upen 
the young daughters of the United States 
envoy and of the British ambassador accred- 
ited to his court. But there are many other 
ways in which he gives evidence of this pe- 
cullar phase of his oddly constituted char- 
acter. Thus, for instance, it takes the form

LOSS OF POWER FEARED. 


Opponents of Bill Would Legalize 
~ the Use of Preservatives in 
Their Products. 


Promoters of the Lerimer pure food bill ex- 
pect to move on the senate this week and 
devote their enérgies in an attempt to de- 
feat the Heyburn measure. The Heyburn 
bill for a national food law has the support 
of the administration and scientific expo- 
nents of pure fé60d4 throughout the country. 

It is opposed by Dr. B. N. Eaton, analyst 
of the Illinois pure food commission and sev- 
eral other commissioners and state analysts 
in various states, who fear that the passage 
of the bill will take from their hands the 
inspection and analysis of food products. 

The Heyburn bill is bitterly contested also 
by that wing of the whisky trust which sup- 
ports the legalizing of blended whisky. 
There is a suspicion that the whisky trust 
is back of the Lorimer bill, if for no other 
reason than that it will divert the senators 
from the measure, which comes the near- 
eat to meeting all requirements and has 
been considered the one most likely to pass.

Deneen, Com- 
missioner Jones astonished Dr. Eaton by 
saying that he had favored the Heyburn 
bill all the time. He pointed out defects in 
the Lorimer bill, among them its absence of 
regulations concerning the use of labels or 
providing for food standards. 

Dr. Eaton, despite the pressure that has 
been. brought to bear on him, repeated yes- 
terday that he was for the Lorimer bill and 
opposed to the Heyburn measure. 

“I have writfen to Gov. Deneen explaining 
my position,” said the etate analyst, “ and 
offering to resign if my opposition to the 


state administration.”

New York, Feb. 11.—Milo R, Maltblie, one 
of the expert members af the public owner~ 
ship commission of the National Civic fed- 
eration, which is organized to examine into 
the relative merits of municipal and private 
ownership of quasi public utilities in this 
country and abroad, sailed for London yes- 
terday to make arrangements for the visit

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The commission has completed all of its 
plans and actively has begun the work of 
investigation in this country. As the com- 
mission is composed of men representing dif- 
ferent views on the subject of municipal 
ownership and operation, two sets of engi- 
neers, accountants, and other experts have 
been secured, ore of which is inclined 
towards public ownership and ration and 
the other towards private control. 

Expert accountants this week will begin 
work on the accounts of the municipal gas 
plants of Wheeling, W. Va., and the munici- 
pal electric light works of Allegheny, Pa. 
A. E. Forstall of New York City and L, L. 


| Merrifield of Toronto will investigate the gas 


works of Wheeling. Dabney Maury of Peo- 
ria, Ill, will begin a study of the Chi- 
cago water works, and Prof. John H. Gray 
of the Northwestern university will begin a 
study of the socia! and political conditions in 
connection with the quasi public undertak- 
ings in Chicago, New York pret Philadel- 
phia, Boston, and other large cities.

Schools in Army Tactics.

Sheridan were required to attend what is 
known as a nonc issioned officers’ echool, 
in which the is cameo drill, manuals, post 
orders, and military law were taught. A 
school for gunners will be begun shortly. 
The infantry stationed at the post has alse 
been put through a strenuous life ef learning 
this winter, and their so-called ordeals in 
education will be continued until summer. 

These progressive educational features in 
the army will create a stronger rivalry among 
the enlisted men to try for commissions. 
The officers also believe that these things 


- will have a notable tendency toward cleaning 


up the demoralized conditions at Fort Sher- 
idan. Soldiers will have te put in more time 
at their studies than at gambling and other 
vices. 

Officers declare that one of the. principal 
reasons for having the enlisted men study 
Spanish at this time is the outlook for serious 
trouble in this country’s foreign possessions, 
to whichia large number of troops may be 
sent shortly.

MAYOR TALKS OF GAS OFFER: 
DENIES IT’S FROM JOHNSON. 


He Favors Project of Forming Independ- 
ent Concern Which Will Make Price 
of 60 Cents a Thousand Feet 


Mayor Dunne last night acknowledged that 


1 gation for the franchise. 


a plan for an independent cas compary to 
be formed on the lines of his proposed “* con- 
tract plan’ in handling the street railway 
situation had been presented to him. He 
gaid that he had considered it in a general 
way and etill had it in view, but that he had 
not taken up the plan in detail as yet. 

The reported proposition of Mayor Tom 
Johnson of Cleveland to establigh an inde- 
pendent company in Chicago was called a 
“ mistake "’ by the mayor. He said in the 
evening that A. B. Dypont had brought no 
offer to him from any Cleveland company. 

The plan. which the mayor favors is to 
have a gas company formed, the promoters 
of which will agree to furnish gas at a price 
near 60 cents a 1,000 cubic feet and obligate 
themselves to turn over to the city &ll profits 
after a 5 per cent dividend on the money 
actually spent for the construction of the 
plant to form a sinking fund, whereby the 
municipality ultimately ean acquire the 
property. 

To do this, an enabling act from the legis- 
lature authorizing the dity to own and oper- 
ate gas plants would be necessary and if this 
were to fail then the surplus after the 5 per 
cent dividend would go to the city as compen- 


‘* Some time ago,”’ said the mayor, “‘ some 
gentlemen interested in gas matters came to 
me with this kind of a proposition. They 
wanted a fifty year franchise on a promise of 
60 cent gas and a compensation to the city 
after a dividend on the actual cost of the 
plant had been paid. I am not prepared now 
to say what can or will be done aboutit. In 
fact, the proposition has not been carefully 
gone into. 

‘* It is urged for the plan it would get eround 
the frontage law passed by the legislature, 
which seeks to prevent any more gas fran- 
chises being granted in Chicago. As things 
stand now, it practically would be impossible 
for an independent company to secure the 
necessary frontage consents to allow it to do 
business tf the city coyncil should grant a 
franchise. But if a city company of the kind 
suggested were granted, these consents could 
probably be secured.” 

The mayor added he had not yet made up 
his mind what he would do with the 8 cent 
gas ordinance passed by the council last 
Thursday. He has until next Wednesday to 
decide whether he will veto it. The agree- 
ment between the city and the companies in 
that ordinance would not interfere with the 
establishment of the “ contfact plan ” com- 
pany he was talking about, if it was decided 
to attempt such a venture. 


OLD TREATY MAY BE BOON. 


Between United States and 
Prussia, Made in 1828, May Cir- 
cumvent Germany. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—Considerable 
interest attaches in view of the termination 
of the trade agreement with Germany on the 
first of March, to the fact that there is still 
in existence a treaty of peace and amity 
made in 1828 between the United States and 
Prussia, which contains a most favored na- 
tion clause, under which it is contended the 
United States has the right to demand the 
application of the Germany minimum tariff 
rates to its imports, as has been accorded 
various European countries.

And 
beca of this disinclination to purchase, 
prices of southern product continued to sag, 
not openly and generally, but by way of 
offerings from several of the lesser furnace- 
men. But this week the inquiry has suffici- 
ently impreved to give a distinctly new color 
to the trade. - One of the large consumers in 
this territory bought 8,000 tons of northern 
iron for immediate shipment and made an in- 
quiry for @bout 15,000 tons for delivery dur- 
ing the third quarter of the year. There has 
been a renewal of activity in steel plates also. 
Shipbuilders on the lakes have secured orders 
fot four new vessels, three for a Buffalo buyer 
requiring 14,000 tons of plates, and one at 
Chicago which will require about 2,500 tons.

REPORT STUDY OF RAILROADS, 


Prussian Experts Find Their Country’s 
Systems Are Safer and Lower in 
Charges than America’s. 


BERLIN, Feb. 11.—Privy Councilors M. 
Hoff.and F. Schwabach, whom the Prussian 
governmemt sent to the United States in 
1904 to study American railroad systems, 
have just published an exhaustive work 
on their findings. 

Herren Hoff and Schwabach make many 
striking cemparisons of the American and 
Prussian railroads, often to the disadvan- 
tage of the former. They quote official sta- 
tistice showing that per million passengers 
carried the American roade killed six times 
and wounded twenty-nine times as many of 
them as the Prussian roads. 

The writers found that the average passen- 
ger rate in America was 2.02 cents per mile, 
against .98 cent in Prussia, while freight 
rates nominally average .78 cent per ton per 
mile in the United States, against 1.86 cents 
in Prussia. 

This comparison, the authors affirm, is 
fallacious, because i{t ignores some essential 
facts. The American statistics, they say, 
include freight carried for the railways 
the Ives, while the Prussian statistics 
show only pay freight. On the other hand, 
the American statistics exclude high class 
goods carried by express companies, which 
class is included In the Prussian figures. 

Furthermore; they say, the American roads 
receive immense sums for carrying the mails, 
and the Prussian lines almost nothing, and, 
besides, the latter carry a volume of postal 
packages for which the American roads get 
large extra sums from the é¢xpress com- 
panies. 

The original cost of construction of the 
Prussian lines wae 65 per cent higher per 
mile than that of the American roads. If 
conditions were equalized at all on these 
points, Herren Hoff and Schwabach figure 
that the American average for freight would 
be 1.44 cents per ton per mile and that of 
Prussia .06 cent. 


LONDON STOCK MARKET WEAK. 


Investors Cautious About Buying .Se- 
curities Despite Fact European Polit- 
ical Conditions More Favorable.

LONDON, Feb. 11.—Uncertainty regarding 

the Buropean political situation, even 
though the most recent events are con- 
sidered to favor a more hopeful view, 
continues to affect the stock markets 
and to, induce caution. With American 
secupitiés relapsing into dullness the last 
flicker of animation has died out of the Eng- 
lish stock markets, but it can hardly be said 
that there is any conspicuous weakness 
shown, except in Kafirs. The Great Western 
dividend declaration disappointed most peo- 
ple, and the swing of the pendulum in the 
‘American market was adverse. and the South 
African market, which could !!] afford to 
stand a further fall, was more appreciably 
affected than any other. 

Last week Americans ahowed a number of 
heavy declines, against which were only two 
or three advances. Milwaukee made up with 
loss of 6%, Erie common fell 3% and second 
preferred 8, and there were declines of 
1% in Baltimore and Ohio, 8 each in Illinois 
Central and Louisville and Nashville, 5% in 
New York Central, and 8% in Southern Pa- 
cific. The biggest drop of all was in Reading 
commen, which made up at 70% as compared 
with 84% on Jan. 23 

The Bank of England has lately gained in 
strength both by the inflow of gold from 
abroad and the return of notes from circula- 
tion. Its reserve now shows an increase of 
£1,058,000, and there are prospects, too, of its 
adding still further to its stock of gold, as 
the continental demand for the metal has 
subsided. Continental exchanges as a rule 
have. lately turned rather more in favor.of

NEW YORK MARKET TOO NARROW 


Reaction Follows Advances of Friday 
and All Gains of That Day 
Are Lost.

day before. 


Bears Resume Wammering. 


The bullish construction of the Brad- 
street statement soon became ineffective, 
however, for the bears resumed their ham- 
mering on digappointing inquiries from 
abroad for American grain. There are those 
among the bulls who insist that the indiffer- 
ent demand from Europe has no place in their 
feara, holding that the damestic requirements 
eventually will reveal such full strength and 
deep breadth as to create genuine panie 
among the traders who are beating down 
prices at every opportunity. 

“The northwestern millers are talking In 
a way to discourage a saint,’’ said one bull. 
“It seems to me that they are spending a 
lot of time dwelling on the weakness of the 
flour demand and on the extremely blue out- 
leok for the future of their business. Butall 
the time they are going out after the good 
wheat, for down in their hearts they do not 
believe that later on they will be able to get 
their requirements around the present level. 
It must be admitted that the cash stuff at 
Minneapolis ig moving up on the option, slow- 
ly, to be sure, but steadily. It is to the di¢- 
tinct advantage of the millers to get the 
wheat at the lowest possible prices, and ip 
view of this their pessimistic reports on the 
flour demand are not surprising.” 

The readiness with which support was of- 
fered last week to the May around S85c Is 
taken to indicate an important belief that 
the grain is worth 85c. The bears still in- 
sist that 75c would come nearer representing 
the real value, but the bulle point to the 
** stickiness’’ of the price around the 85c 
mark. That the bears do not wish to venture 
too far from shore was shown by the eager- 
ness to cover on all suggestions of strength. 
Many commission houses declare that the 
outsider willing to get into the market at 
or under 85c, and, with the public again in 
the whirl, the bulls say, prices would take on 


more color. 
Bullish Talk from Argentina. 


A factor that chased many of the more 
timid shorts to cover in the final session of 
the week was a verified report that the 
Argentirie’s exportable surplus would be 
fully 40 per cent under the estimate. Low 
temperatures and scant snow covering in 
the winter wheat sections also had the effect 
to curb the daring of the bears. The traders 
are divided.in opinion as to what will aectu- 
ally happen to the tender young plant as 
a resukt of continued unfavorable conditions. 
Even the farmers are harping on different 
sides. In the course of the week there were 
volumes of reports from the west and south- 
west, many indicating much f@ar and many 
that there was no cause for alarm at this 


time. 
Heaviness in Corn. 


Heaviness was more of a rule in the corn 
markét last week. Several of the big houses 
that had given good and steady support for 
a long time appeared to have experienced a 
change of heart, and they figured as thorns 
in the sides of the less hopeful bulls. The 
belief. in some circles that conditions are 


gradually shaping themselves for a surprise.

Activity in Provisions. 


At times the market for hog products 
showed good liveliness and a much improved 
tone. The sentiment, generally speaking, 
was ofa more bullish cast, being improved by 
a sharp advance of hogs at the yards and by 
what seemed to be the packers’ coriclusion 
that they could no longer keep up their per- 
sistent pressing profitably. The bulls pointed 
to the slowness with which supplies are be- 
ing built up and to a continued brisk deman 
for products from abroad. Some of the bulls 
are among the most powerful interests in 
the trade, and their open support has awak- 
ened the outeider toactivity. For the present 
it appears that the market will remain ofa 
good tone, although realizing may cause tem- 
porary setbacks in VAlues. The general sit- 
uation, say the students of the market, is

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Trade Gossip on ’Change. 

Operations on the board of trade will be 
suspended today—the anniversary of Lin- 
coln'’s birthday. 

Numerous discussions of the proposed 
changes in the commission rule lent color 
to the session, some of them, especially those 
in which James Patten figured asa principal, 
attracting large gatherings. Mr. Patten is 
heart and soul against an increase, and he‘ 
exhibited many letters from outside traders 
who are against the change, which will be ac- 
cepted or rejected next Thursday. Ben B. 
Bryan, who its a leading champion of the pro- 
posed change, left no stone unturned to force 
his argument and he feels that the vote will 
show a big sentiment in favor of the proposi- 
tion. “ The increase was tried in 1881," said 
a letter from Springfield to Mr. Patten, “ and 
it was unsuccessful. It worked well for a few 
months."" A letter to him from a big house 
in Omaha contained: ‘ So longas wec 
the trade % commission we can keep 
bucketshops from getting our business. If 
the rate is advanced we shall lose our busi- 
ness." Another western commission house 
wrote Mr. Patten that its trade will not pay 
more than present rates, and that if the rate 
is advanced it will have to quit 
There are three bucketshops at Lincoln and 
three at Omaha, which, according to the 
western house, will grab off its present busi- 
ness if rates of commission are advanced. 

“ The bears are comforting themselves with 
the old explanation ‘too early to tell about 
damage to winter wheat,’” said Graves of 
St. Louis. ‘‘ That might hold good in normal 
years, but this is an abnormal season; thirty 
to forty days of thawing and freezing weather 
with no snow protection or moisture.

There were shipped from public elevators 
during the last week 256.360 by contract 
wheat, 183,616 bu contract corn, and 54,5038 bu 
contract oats. There were turned out of pri- 
vate houses 189,000 bu contract wheat, 85,000 
bu contract corn, and 58,500 bu contract oats. 

The Lichstern holding of corn was sald to 
have come out the last three days. There 
was 2,000,000 bu of it. Broker Wing sold 
about 500,000 bu on Friday and gave up Lich- 
stern’s name. Lichstern was also a heavy 
seller of oats recently. 

Broomhall estimated the world’s shipments 
of wheat for today at about 11,200,000 bu, 
of which Europe will take about 9, bu. 
The actual shipments last week were 12.448,- 
000 bu and those of a year ago 9,888,000 bu. 
Arrivals of breadstuffs Into the united king- 
dom during the last week were about 2,400,000 
bu. There will be a further increase in the 
quantity of breadetuffs on passage.
